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Introduction 


The Intervenor Participation Program of the 
Royal Commission on Aboriginal Peoples has 
been established to encourage access to and 
participation in the Commission’s public 
review process.Specifically, the program will 
provide financial assistance to those who 
would not otherwise be able to prepare for 
and participate effectively in the 
Commission’s public hearings. 

The Commission has selected an eminent 
Canadian, the Honourable David E. Crombie, 
to administer the Intervenor Participation 
Program, giving him full authority to review 
and approve all funding applications. As 
Intervenor Participation Program Chairman, 
Mr. Crombie operates independently of the 
Commissioners and his decisions are final. 

The Program has a total allocation of 
$8 million, to be distributed over two fiscal 
years — 1992-93 and 1993-94. Program funds 
are limited and will go to applicants most 
needing assistance. 

In determining whether an applicant 
qualifies for funding, as well as the level of 
funding, the Program Chairman will consider 
the guidelines set out in this booklet. 


Classes of 
Recipients 


The Royal Commission encourages groups 
and organizations to participate fully in the 
work of the Commission and propose 
solutions. 

The following classes of recipients are 
eligible for funding: 


@ National Aboriginal political organizations 


@ Provincial/territorial Aboriginal political 
organizations 


M National/provincial/territorial Aboriginal 
women’s groups 


M Indian, Inuit and Métis regional political 
organizations (including traditional 
governments) 


M National and provincial Aboriginal 
friendship centre associations 


M Special interest Aboriginal groups such as 
urban natives, health and social service 
associations, elders’ associations, youth 
associations, and associations of persons 
with disabilities 

@ Non-Aboriginal national, provincial and 
territorial voluntary organizations 


Funding will not be provided to 
individuals, friendship centres at the local 
level, bands, Métis communities/settlements, 
Inuit communities/settlements, or Aboriginal 
women’s locals. They are expected to work 
with their regional groups, provincial/ 
territorial organizations and national 
associations and are therefore not eligible to 
receive funding. 


Eligibility 


Applicants must comply with the following guidelines: 


Guidelines related to 
applicant organizations 


1. An organization must have been in 
existence for at least three years. 


2. An organization must have a board of 
directors or other governing body. 


3. An organization must have a clearly 
demonstrated interest that ought to be 
represented in the public hearings. 


4, An organization must satisfy the Program 
Chairman that it does not have sufficient 
financial resources to enable it to represent 
its views adequately, and that it requires 
funds to do so. 


5. An organization should satisfy the Program 
Chairman that it has a clear plan for the use 
of funds that is directly related to the terms of 
reference of the Royal Commission (see 

page 7). 

6. An organization should demonstrate its 
ability to manage the project for which it is 
requesting funding and to account for the 
funds spent. 


Project 
guidelines 


1. Proposed projects must be specific and 
clearly related to the terms of reference of the 
Royal Commission on Aboriginal Peoples (see 
page 7) and must contribute significantly to 
its work. 


2. Projects that are solution-oriented and 
designed to better the relationship between 
Aboriginal and non-Aboriginal Canadians will 
receive priority. 

3. Written brief and findings should be made 
available to the Royal Commission on 
Aboriginal Peoples as soon as possible, 
preferably by March 31, 1993; the oral 
presentation of the brief to the Commission 
may be made any time before the fall of 1993. 


4, The organization must disclose all sources 
of funds obtained for the project and the 
amount received from each source. 


5. The Commission would appreciate 
receiving a computer diskette of the brief in 
addition to a printed copy. 


Selection of 
Applications 


Applications will be judged on the degree to 
which they meet the eligibility criteria listed 
on page 3. Program funds are limited and will 
go to applicants most needing assistance. 

Applications are reviewed by the Program 
Chairman of the Intervenor Participation 
Program, who announces the allocation of 
funds to participants. All decisions on funding 
are final. 

Organizations seeking funding should 
complete the application form attached to 
these guidelines. The form should be signed 
by a member of the organization with 
delegated authority. By signing the form, the 
organization agrees that 


M it will return to the Program all monies 
not used for the purpose requested and all 
monies spent on non-eligible expenditures; 


Wi the Program has a right to audit the 
recipient; and 

M neither the Commission nor the federal 
government shall be responsible for any 
deficit incurred by the recipient; the 
recipient shall be fully responsible for all 
overrun costs. 


Applications should be submitted as soon 
as possible to the Program Chairman and no 
later than September 1, 1992. The Program 
Chairman will begin making decisions on 
funding after July 1, 1992. He may consider 
applications received after September 1, 1992, 
but only in special circumstances. In such 
cases the decision of the Program Chairman 
on whether to accept an application will be 
final. 


Contribution 
Agreements 


Each successful applicant will be required to 

account for the funds received and expended 

and to sign a Contribution Agreement with 

the Royal Commission on Aboriginal Peoples. 
The Agreement will 


M specify the broad responsibilities of each 
party; 

M identify the nature of the work being 
funded; and 

M specify conditions for payment. 


In the case of contributions over $50,000, 
a certified final financial statement will be 
required. 


Eligible Expenditures 


Funds distributed by the Program are 
intended to cover the cost of preparation for 
and participation in the hearing process. To 
be eligible, expenditures must fall within the 
Commission’s terms of reference (see page 6 


for a description of eligible expenditures). 

Funds may not be used to cover lost 
income or the non-project related activities of 
a recipient. 


Completing the Application Form 


The following information has been included 
to help you complete the application form. If 
you need more space, include the extra 
information on a separate sheet of paper. 


Organizational Information 


Link your organization’s objectives to those 
of the project for which you are seeking 
funding (question 8). Please attach your 
objectives or articles of incorporation to the 
application form. 


Project Background 


Demonstrate that your project fits within the 
Commission’s terms of reference (question 
10). If you have any questions, consult the 
office of the Program Chairman. 

Include in your detailed description of the 
project (question 10) any effort made to co- 
operate with another group or organization 
in preparing the application, even if the effort 
did not result in a joint application. 


Other sources of revenue 
for the organization 


Program funds are limited and will go to 
applicants most needing assistance. It is 
important, therefore, to explain your need for 
funding. Indicate all income and expenditures 
for the current fiscal year or the year for 
which you are applying for funding from the 
Intervenor Participation Program (question 
11). The organization’s most recent financial 
statement should be submitted with the 
funding application. All information will be 
treated as confidential. 


Other sources of funding 
for this project 


List the amount requested or received from 
any other federal department or agency 
(question 12) and from other sources 
(question 13) for this project, as well as the 
amount and/or value of in-kind contributions 
the applicant intends to commit to the 
project (question 14). 


Budget Information 


Please provide the budgetary information 
requested. 

If you already have facilities, you may not 
require items such as office space or meeting 
rooms. These facilities may be considered in- 
kind contributions (question 14). Meeting 
rooms may also be available at no charge 
through community organizations. 

Provide a cash flow projection of the 
budgeted funds for the period covered by the 
project (question 16). Please note that 
funding for projects will be provided in 
instalments to be set out in the contribution 
agreement. 

Identify any additional people you may 
require to carry out the project activities you 
have described. 

In your estimates, include provision for 
the Goods and Services Tax and any other 
taxes that may apply. No separate provision 
for these will be made. 

The following expenses are eligible for 
funding (the numbers refer to the budget 
lines on the application form): 


KM Liaison, analysis, co-ordination and 
research: Purchase of relevant 
information, material, documents and 
reports for the purpose of information, 
presentation and analysis. Also, 
information collection and 
dissemination, such as the preparation 
and distribution of project information 
to the organization’s membership. 


FA Workshops: Costs related to the 
organization and conduct of the 
workshops that are not covered in other 
budget items. 


EX Reasonable professional fees: Advice or 
assistance, including expert advisers. 
Professional services, such as 
administrative, accounting and auditing 
services. 


WA Salaries and benefits: Persons employed 
for the purpose of researching and 
preparing materials, including research 
staff and secretarial services applicable 
to the project. 


RCA Rental of conference rooms: Rental for 
the purpose of project work. 


WA Communications: Telephone and 
facsimile rental and other charges 
applicable to the project, such as telex 
and mailing. 


BA Office supplies: Photocopying and 
stationery applicable to the project. 


M: Reasonable travel expenses: Including 
transportation, meals, lodging and 
incidentals applicable to the project. 


IX Overhead costs: May not exceed 10% of 
amount requested. 


ET] Other: Include in-kind contributions 
here.
